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! To the R E A D E R. 

COME are of Opinion that dreams, which a- ; 
O rife of natural and carnal affection, arelike- 
■ wife fo to be interpreted 5 as an ufurer to dream 
of gold, or any other carnal men, when they 
1 dream of fuoh things as their natures are prone' 
and fubje£t unto. But our Author, Artimedorus , 
doth not agree with them iij their opinion ; but 
faith dreams of any importance, or which come 
of God, are far different, from their effcdt, and 
the experience of them: and contrariwife, he af- 
firmeth that thofe dreams, which are lhapen t* 
our nffcftions and thoughts, ar*, to fpeak iBgc- 
nuoufly, as much as nothing, and vre muff take 
no heed of thefn. And furely I am confident 
that an ordinary whore-mafter, an avaritious 
extortioner, an envious perfon, or an ambitious 
man, a flatterer, or diffembler, or a commoft or 
notorious drunkard, do not ct -.unonly fee any 
good dreams, or any dreanj that tendeth to the 
honour and profit either of himfelf, his friends, 
or of the commonwealth. But it oftentimes 
someth to pafs, that an honeff, pure, chafte, 
and virtuous man (becaufe he is exempt from 
human fraility) I think may and fhall often fee 
and interpret dreams and vifibns, to the fafety, 
honour, and profit of himfeljj his friends and 
commonwealth; forasmuch as his fpirit is lefs 
apt to be bound, tied, and foiled, with the fel- 
lowfhip of the body. In the Holy-Scripture 
we have experience both in .the Old and,New 
Teftamcnt: Jofcph the fon of Jacob andjofeph 
- A a. the 
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•the Hufband of the Virgin Mary, St. Peter in 
the fecond of the Acts, repeateth the prophecy 
of Joel; whereby he fheweth, that it was no 
new thing if God fent viiions and dreams. 
There are other places in the Holy Scriptures 
which I fhall forbear here to infert, fufficient 
to prove the antiquity of them. 

Touching hillories, you may fee much of the 
iflue and experience of dreams: Virgil’s mother, 
when fhe was with child of him, dreamed that 
fhe faw a branch of laurel growing, and fhe 
brought forth a poet, to Whom was given a 
laurel crown. Affo Hecuba queen of Tray,when 
fhe was with child of Paris , dreamed that fhe 
fhould bring forth a firebrand, that fhould at 
once cotlfume the whole country, and after¬ 
wards it proved true: for the faid Paris, of 
whom fhe was deliver’d, was the caufe of the 
•ruin, burning, and deftrudtion o {Troy, which 
was interpreted by h's filter Cajfandra, to whom 
they gave no credit: whereupon the mifehief 
feized not only-upon the king and queen, fa¬ 
ther and' mother to the faid Paris , but alfo 
upon the whole kingdom, whofe miferable de- 
ftrudtion is recorded to this day. Socrates dream¬ 
ed that he faw a little Swan in his lap, whofe 
feathers grew and prefently fpreading its wings, 
and flying'on high, fang a fweet and harmoni¬ 
ous fong; and the day following Plato came to 
him to be his fcholar, who by his eloquence 
fang fweetly. King jftygage dreamed when his 
daughter was with child, that there fhould arife 
from the nature -of.a vine growing fo faff, that 
the boughs thereof fhould over fhade the regi- 
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ons of his dominions, which aftsrwards fcil out 
accordingly; for file bare Cyrus the great, king 
of Perfta,. who was mailer and lord of all thofj 
countries. I might befide alledge Philip of 
Macedon, father to Alexander ,the philofopher ex¬ 
pounded, and according to which expoiition it 
fell out. Alfo, Cie.ro, Hannibal , Calphurnia, 
and many others, which had dreams and vilions 
by night, vvhofe effedts came to pafs, as great 
and divers hiftories do verifyl But, for brevity 
fake, I fhall forbear to inftance any more par¬ 
ticulars, left I fhlould offend my reader, with, 
prefuming too much upon his patience. Lefs 
I fhould have faid, but was loath to leive the 
curious unfatisfied- 

And to conclude, it feemeth to me great ar- 
rogancy in any man, to fay all vifions and 
dreams arc vain and of none effedt; which hath, 
already been proved falfe, by many hiftories 
both divine and human : And I think it were' 
to difpute againft'God, and wrong to the foul, 
of man, which is, indeed, the mirror of Heaven¬ 
ly things, in making it always in all'things un¬ 
profitable, a vagabond, vain, and idle, feeing 
that when the body refteth the foul feemeth 
moft to reign and rule in her force and virtue, 
and in her fpiritual, apprehensible, and intel¬ 
lectual nobiiity. Wherefore I will agree in 6- 
pinion with Socrates, who faith, that Man 
whether he line or die, it in the hand of God , who 
taketh ail his affairs in his hand, and in care 
difpofeth them at his plcafure, and forewarn* 
him by many fecret and hidden ways, as it 
pleafeth him. 


Reader 1 , 
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Reader, I intreat thee to take notice that the 
three laft Books were written long after the two 
fitft ; as appearcth. He feeing that in the two 
former there wanted feme thjr.gs which thedi-r 
ligent and curious reader might defire, colledted 
and gathered together the things contained in 
his three laft books; which he would not add 
to the two former for the reafon which he giveth 
j» the end.of the fecond; nor yet would publifh 
them by thcmfelves, but rather gives them the 
title, becaufc they fo depend upon the two for¬ 
mer that in fome fpeeches they may feem to be 
repeated again ; but ifjhe repeat any thing, it is 
either for amplification or diverfity ofexpoution. 

I doubt not but fome men, at the firft fight, 
•when they read this book, will think it a vain 
arid frivoloi* thing; for I, before I had confi- 
dered the book, thought as much; but after 
that by long time and continuance, I had com¬ 
pared thefe things with experience, os well in 
myfelf as others, I could not but reverence and 
admire both the works and the author. And I 
am .of opinion, that there is no judicious reader, 
but will yield unto this truth, and therefore I 
fHall forbear to bring any further proofs, but 
commit thee to the perufal of that which fol- 
ievveth; And reft.

The 
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ARTIMEDORUS. 

T HE Time and Place of the Birth of Artime- 
dorus is as uncertain as his memory is fa¬ 
mous. The Authors who have made mention of 
him, do differ as much in the relation of the for¬ 
mer, as they do all.agree in the’Honour uf the latter. 

We.ffiall find that feveral countries and cities, as 
was fometimes' for the Nativity of Homer, did en¬ 
deavour to add onto their glories, by a'noble Claim 
they made to have an lntcreft in himj'by flattering 
Pofterity.and themfelves, thac he received his Ori¬ 
ginal from them. ’ ’ 

Pergaiium in Afia, dothregifter him to be born 
there, and from thence flie alledged he. was called 
Arti'medorus Pergamenus. 

The Ifle of Sicily is as ambitious to acknowledge 
him to be hers, and thereupon (he gives him the 
Title of Artimcdorus EtnenJisj we lhall find in. 
Cluverius, and other Authors, that in the Year pf 
the World 3730, which was 273 Years before the 
Incarnation of our'Saviour, that-Arti'medorus was 
Governor of the City of Syracufe, in Sicily, with 
Hiero; and that he was famous for the Knowledge 
of the Secrets of Nature, and theiludy of Philofophy. 

Goelus Rhoddginus being willing to take advan¬ 
tage from the- meer Credit of his Antiquity, will 
tell you; 'that he ltudied thofe Parts of Philofophy 
which were written by Hermes Trifmegiftus, and-, 
was exaft in thofe Obfervations of Geography, and 
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i'ng of Marriage, and political Ends thereof, to 
diffinguilh private interells from public and com¬ 
mon, and things facred from prophane, doth im- 
1 ply that Marriage is as old as nature, and that 
there was no fooner one, but wife nature did divide 
him into two, and then they were no fooner two 
but they were ftrait united into one again. It is 
recorded by my Author, that this Artimedorus did 
leave behind him many Books, which by their ju¬ 
ry of Time are derived to poilerity only in Frag¬ 
ments, and in imperfect Pieces, as are the writings 
of Pepbeus, and of Linns, whcfe Father is faid to be 
Apollo. 

We read of Artimcdort's, a learned Man, born ia 
the Iile of Gridu; where, with fmgular Applaufe, 
he was profeffer of the Greek Tongue. At that 
Time the civil wars betwixt Julius Cerfo.r and 
Pompey the great, had divided the whole World 
into two Pariihes ; the One adhereing unto Ctejar, 
and the other to file fortunes of Pompey. But the 
1 Sword having laid all.things low, and the thunder 
of the Wars deafnirg the harmony of the Arts, 
Artimedonts addrefled himfelf to Rome, where, 
though it was in. the height of tumult anddiforder, 
yet the Gown did lull grant both reverence and 
protection unto learning. Here, with as much 
lafety as advantage, he did put again into practice 
his profejjhn of the Crock -longue 5 and Pompey much 
about tne lame time being ltayed in AEgypt, Ar~ 
timedorus became one of Confidents of Brutus and 
CaJJius, who called themfelves the defenders of the 
Roman Liberty-, here by his great infpeCtion into 
Pbilofapby, and -the courfe and circumstances of the 
affairs in the World, he. wifely difeovered the 
great revolution approaching, and faw Brutus's 
Malus Genius at Rome, before himfelf had feen it

ring a bald-patcd Letcher unto you. 

Yet preferring her duty on that Morninj 
d, above her paffion, foe informed her b 
f the fad Dream which on the Night be 
idled her, and which had ftill left a gr 
reffion upon her Spirits; and did bcfeech 1 
hat Day to forbear going to the Senate-hc 

There was at that Time no Man in Rm 
imous for the interpretation of Dream 
'rtimedorus, whp underilanding of it, a: 
ttle reputation that Crejitr gave unto the ] 
e refolved with himfelf to put the difeo' 
le Trcafon into Cafar's own Hand, and 
ech him to vouchfafe a prefent perufa 
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without the delivering the Paper as his manner;' 
was, into the Hands of his Secretary, or the 
Mailer oFRequeils. Co-far began once or twice 

to call his Eve upon the Paper, and the rather be- 
caufe it came trom the Hand of jirtimedorus, 
whofe jr.eiit he did intend bv his bounty to 
oblige unto him; but lo great was the Multi¬ 
tude that followed him, either to congratulate 
his Fortune, or. to admire his Ambition, that 
they aln.olt huilied him into the Senate-Houfe,, 
to the prepared Daggers of Brutus and CaJJsus.. 
1 do rather make mention of this in this place, 
to prefent unto you, that when the fands of 
cur D..ys are numbered in the Glals of Time, 
neither the piecognition of a Dream by a molt 
tender Wife ; nor the interpretation of induftry 
of Men, fit all be able either to add or detrait, 
or make the lead alteration in the ifiecrees of.' 

If you will wipe off the Dolt of Antiquity- 1 
from 'he Hiilory of the Lydians, you fliall read.-, 
of jir’ivies' crus, who being famous for Philolb- 
p:>-., fl-urilh.:- in the City of Daldis, and did. 
wr te a t;ouh of the Interpretation of Dreams ; 
lie was eheemed as one of the wifelt. of Men in. 
tittle Days, as Stiphanus reporteth, and it Teems- 
that either by a Confidence in himlelf, or by 
the perfuaften of his Friends, he did believe': 
himftlf to be fo ; for in the latter End of-one 
of his Books of the Interpretation of Dreams,, 
he defireth that nothing may be added to it. He 
wrote alfo a Book of Chiromancy, and another of 
Augury, that is, of reading Fortunes by looking 
en the Hand, and Paffages by Birds, by their 
A 6. :■ flying. 
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flying on your right .Hand: and on your left, 
or by hopping on the Ground before you. 

We are preparing thefe alfo for the Prefs, to the 
Performance whereof we (hall be fo much the 
- more encouraged, as we lhall find, that this Book 
of Interpretaion of Dreams doth meet with that, 
acceptance as it defer ves.

The Firll Book. 


Of Dreams either folely Speculative, or Allegorically 
Significative. 

D REAMS are either fpeculative, and agreeable - 
to their vifions, as when a man dreams that 
the Ihip wherein he is doth perilh; and rifing, finds 
it true and faves himfelf, with fomc few befides : 
or Allegorical, by one thing fignifying another, 
whereby our Souls doth naturally advife us that under 
them there is fomwhat abihuce, fecret, or hid. 
Firft therefore I will fet down thedefinition ofadream 
in general, againft which to objcft, were to love 
contention. A dream therefore is a motion offidtion 
of the Soul in a diverfe form, fignifying either good 
or evil to come. Of dreams, luch as belong not to - 
others, being only for or agarinft thofe which fee 
them, as to fpeak, to ling, to dance, to fight, or 
to fwim. But tilings which are about the body, or 
outward things, b-c*s, chells, moveables, and 
cloathing, tsfe., although they be in proper and 
particular, yet it falls out, that often they come to 
our neighbours according to the neceffity and pro¬ 
priety of the ufage. And in l'uch fort the head fig- 
nifies the father, the right hand the mother, the fon, 
and the brother ; the left hand the'Wife, the friend, 
the daughter and the filler. Moreovei*, all thofe 
which are done hy us, and in us, and towards us only; 
we mull think that they appertain to us particularly; 
and on the contrary, all luck as arc »ot done by us, 
nor 
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nor towards us, nor in us, lhall happen to others j 
and yet notwithftanding, if they be our friends, and 
the dreams ligniiy good, the Joy /hall come to us, 
and if contrary, then the contrary : but if they be ciu 
enemies, vve ought to think and judge accordingly 
Of ike Birth. 

I F any one dreams that he comes out of a woman 1 ! 

belly, as to be born into the world, he mall 
judge in this fort. This dream is good /or him that 
is pot r, for he lhall have means or friends which 
will maintain him'; or if he be not a tradefman, and 
of an an which requires the work of the hand, for 
.this dream forewarns him that he Ihould be without 
wotk, as children which have their hands bound : 
together : To him which is rich, this dream figni- 
fe:h that he /hall have no rule in the houfe, but 
others /hall over rule him againll his will, for. chil¬ 
dren a. e governed by others. To him vvhofewife is 
no: wish, child, it /ignifieth that he fliall lofe his 
wife ; for children are not married, nor come at wo¬ 
man : biu.to him whofe wife is with child, it figni- 
jietli tha< he fliall have a fon, in all things like him- 
feif; and he fliall be fo like him, as ifhimfelf were 
bom twice. To champions and combatants this 
, dream is ill ; for children can neither go nor ryn, 

. and e. nnol ahail any man. To him which is in the 
. country, that he fliall return hon.e, as ifhe Ihculd 
return to his beginning. To a flek man ii. ligni- 
flc.h death, becaufe the dead are wrapped in linnen 
cloaths, as chilcren, and laid in the ground. 

Te he big with Child. 

1F any being poor, dream that he is great with child, 
he lhall become rich, and (hall gather a great 
' deni of money : If he be rich, he fliall be in pain 
and care. He which hath a wife, (hall lofe her, 
having no more need that /he lhall bear children. 
He which hath no wife ihall have a gentle one. 




he (houlcl have a fon born likehimfelf. And.if.his 
wife hath fuch a dream, fhe fliall have a daughter. 
But if an y one being in prilon hath fuch a dream, 
the 








liberality; to a maid, that her marriage is near, for 
without the company of a man ftie can have no milk; 
bat if flic be a pretty maid, and hath been long un¬ 
married, .it fignifieth her death ; for all things com¬ 
ing beyond the accuflomed age are evil, fome few 
excepted. To a poor man it is abundance of money 
and pofleffions, if he can nourilh others. Moreover, 
I.have known by experience, that this dream to.one 
that was not .married, foretold a Wife; and to one 
that'had no children, it foretold children. But to 
a. champion and an artificer, and allfuch as in their 
efiate travel and move the body,. it fignifics fick- 
nefs.. Alio I knew one having wife and chil¬ 
dren, who had this Dream loll his W ife by death, 
and always after himfelf nourilhed his children, 
exercifmg towards , them the duty of father and 
mother together. 

Of the Hetrif. 

T O dream you have a great head is goodito.a 
rich man which hath not as yet any .great e- 
iiate and dignity j a:fo to a-poor man, to a cham¬ 
pion, to an ulurer, to a.horfe-courfer, to him that 
puts out money to ufe. For firit, this Dream fore¬ 
tells principality or dignity, in which he muft 
wear a crown, feeptre < r diadem. 2<i l!y, Great 
riches and pc Hellions. To a champion victory: To 
a broker or ufurcr, great heaps and fums of money: 
But to thole who are already in dignity, and to an 
orater and judge cf the people, this Dream brings 
charges and reproaches by lire people; and to him 
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t'i: t is fick, it is headach: To a foldier it fignify- 
eth travel and pan : To a fervant long forvitude, 
and to him which hath chofen a calm life, pain and 
anger. But to have the head leffer than natural 
proportion, fignifieth a thing contrary to the fig— 
nification of the head above fpoken of; importing 
differences in refpedt of the different quality of 
the Man. 

Of long. Hair. 

I F you dream you have fair long hair and feem 
to take a pride therein, it fignifieth good, e- 
fpecially to. a woman, as alfo to a wife man, a bi- 
fhop, a fouthfayer, a king and a prince : For to 
fueh as ufe to let their hair grow, this dream is 
good, becaufe their profeflion permits them to keep 
their trefles. It is good for others but not to one 
felf; and it fignifieth to them only riches, and 
thofe painful not pleafant, for one muff flay time, 
and in that time it may be fuffer pain before long 
hair will come. . 

Of Hair in ill Order. 

L ONG hair, but out of order, and as it were 
rather hard and rough hair of one’s beard, 
or being in trefles, betokencth to all perfons anger 
and heavinefs : And I once faw a worthy gentle¬ 
man placed in authority, and happy alfo in all his o- 
ther affairs, who in a dream feem’d to fee thofe 
which were under him, go before him, and alfo 
that they had hair all cut rude and out of order, 
whereupon I told him that it fignified heavinefs 
unto him. And prefently after he was difeharged 
of his office and authority, which (you may well 
think) .was grievous unto him. 

. Of. Hogs Brifles and Horfe Hair. 

T P dream, that you have hogs-briftles is great 
. and violent dangers, fuch as the hog is 
commonly fubjecl to. To have herfo hair, is a 
fign of fervit.ude and miferjv T-e 
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To have Wool inftoaJ of Hairr. 
have wool ini-head of hairs, foretells Ion»| 
icknefs, and fantafies, and the itch. A !i~'j 
ig thin wool'on his head- he lhall think dial 
itural unto him, if the hairs feem to b,j 
d into any other thing, we mull think acj 
;ly; that is according to the thing where! 
: think them changed. To feem.to be with-j 
r about the face, betokeneth fudden lhamt! 
mce of preffent affairs; but to fee the hindeil 
the head in that fort, is poverty, and ilil 
1 old age. If any one hath the right fide o:| 
id lhaved and naked, he lhall lofe all hii 
indred; and if he hath none, he ihaHTufeja 
If contrariwife the left fide of his head in 
* hair, it is lofs 6 f coufins and allies,-for thi 

mifvrth the kindred the ri<rht fide thtl 
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borrow, or want; I therefore add by the hands of a 
barber, becaufe if any man fhavcs himfelf, it be- 
tokeneth fudden heavinefs, or very ill lock. More¬ 
over, to be (branched with nails, to him that is in 
debt, it betokens that he fhall acquit himfelf, to 
others, it foretells hurt by them that fcratch them. 
Of the Forehead. 

T H E Forehead found and flefhy, is good to 
all, and fignifyeth liberty of fpeech, ftrength, 
and conllancy. But to dream that you have a fore¬ 
head of brafs, iron, or Hone, to all bakers, vint¬ 
ners, and fuch as live by lhamelefs gain, is good, 
and to thofe only; for to others it. breeds hate. 

Of the Ears. 

F OR to have many ears, is good to him that 
would have any one obedjent to him, as. wife, 
children, fervants. To the rich it fignifies great 
renown of his good, if the ears be fair and well 
fhapen; but to his ill, if the ears be ill-favor’d, or 
deform’d. T his dream is ill to a fervant, as alfo 
to him which hath a fuit in law, be he the plantifif 
or defendant: .But it is good to an artificer, or to 
one that worketh with his hands, for he lhall have 
many that will employ him. To lofe the ears, 
betokeneth the contrary to all this aforefaid. To. 
clean ones ears, is good news, which (hall come to 
us on feme fide; contrariwife, the ears beaten and 
chafed, do foretell ill news. 

Of Emmets going into the Ears. 

T O dream of emmets getting into the ears, is 
good only to fophilleis, philolophers, and 
fchool-mafters ; for the emmets icpreient children,, 
which will give audience to foph-ifters. To others 
it foretells death; for they aie- daughters of the s 
earth. I know one which dreamed his two ear 
were filled with cars p.f corn, and how the corn fell' 
into his hands, and he heard nc.ws that his bro¬ 
ther’s 
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ther’s heir was dead, his heir, by reafon of the, 
ears of the corn, and his brother’s heir, becaufe 
the ears leprefented brothers and lifters. To dream 
you have afles ears, is good only for philofophers, 
to others it is lervitsde and mifery. To have the 
ears of a li< n, or wolf, or any other cruel beaft, is 
fnares and deceit by envy; moreover, to dream that 
you have eyes for ears, fignifieth blindnefs ordcafnefs. 
Of the Brows. 

T HE brows Hair, and of a good grace, are 
good to ail, elpeciaily to womeft- But the 
brows naked and without hair, fignifyeth to all ill 
fuccefs of bufinefs, fingle combat and grief. 

Of the Eyes- 

T O.have a fharp fight,-is good generally,; but 
a troubled Icok fignifyeth want of money, 
impeachment of affairs. To him that hath chil¬ 
dren, it foretells, they (hall be. fick. To be blind 
b'f both eyes, is lofs ' r children, brethren, father 
and mother: Nothwithftanding this dream is good 
for hijn which is in prifon, and to him'which is 
very poof; for the firllfhall no more fee his evils 
about him, the fecond fhall have wherewith to aid 
arid pleafure himfelf, as many are ready to lend a 
helping hand to the blind. But this dream hin¬ 
ders fuch as are making long voyages ; as alfo it 
forewarns him that is in a ft range country, that he 
returns not home, for he that has loft his fight cau 
neither fee in a llrange country, nor find his own 
houfe. Alfo this dream is bad for a foldier, and 
alfo to all the dealing trades; for their affairs fha.Il 
have But bad fucccfs. Alfo it is crofs to naviga¬ 
tors,-. and fuch as contemplate the ftars, and are 
wizards. And if any one that is in fearch of a 
thing that is loft, dream this dream he lhall never 
find it. ' To poets this drc.im is good, for they had 
need of great fleep, when they would write verfes. 

To 
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To iick perfons this dream brings daily expectati¬ 
ons for death. If any onedieams he hath Jolt one 
eye, ail above-mentioned and fignifyed, will befil 
him but in part or in half only. Moreover, thou 
mull confider, that the right eye fignifyeth the fon, 
brother and father, the left the daughter, filler and 
mother. To have three or four eyes, to him that 
determineth to t >ke a wife .and hath no children, 
and defireth to have, it is good. It is alfo good 
to an ufurer, for he (hall have great fums of money; 
but to him that owes, it is ill: l't admoniihes the • 
rich man to keep good guard to himfelf and his 
polTeflions, by reafqn of fame fraud and feeret de¬ 
ceit. But to a coney-catcher, and a fail* woman, to 
have more eyes is not good; for he (hall have more 
eyes which (hall apprehend him, and (he (hall have 
many of her clients attach’d about her. Moreover, 
if any one dreameth he hath eyes in his feet or 
hands,, he lhall fo lofe his fight on one iide of his 
body, that the faid fide lhall be difeafed, beaten or 
hurt. I knew a man that dreamed that his eyes 
fell into his feet, he fell not blind, but married all 
his daughters to his fervants. To have another 
man’s eyes, fignifyeth lofs of fight: But if one 
know him whole eyes he thinketh lie hath, he (hall 
keep his child, or fome other great treafure of his'. 

Of the Nofe. 

F OR to have a fair and great nofe is good, to all; 

for it fignifyeth fubtilty of fcnfis, providence 
in affairs, and acquaintance.with gfeat perfonages. 
But to have no nofe, lignifieth the contrary; and to 
afick man death; for dead mens heads have no nofes. 
To have-two nofes is difeord. with his domeftic 
kindred. ,

all, efpecially to Women; but fiat and full 
of wrinkles fignifyeth heavinefs. Of

T HE hayes and gins, and all luch things to en- 
fnare and furprize Bealls, arc ill, urilefs to 
them that feeks fervants run away, and a thing loll, 
for then it fignifieth Ipecdy recovery, it is better 
to lit and hold them yourfclf, than to fee another 
hold them in, as much as it is better to trouble than 
be troubled. Greyhounds going to the chafe, arc- 
good toa 11, and lignify actions and employments en¬ 
tiling. To fuch as are accufcd, and are in fuits of 
Law, they are ill : But returning from hunting, 
they take away fear, and hinder a workman. A 
houfhold dog, fignifieth farms, (ervants and pof- 
feffions to come. Another man’s dog fawning on 
us,_ fignify craft and deceit againll us by his mailer. 
Biting and barking at us, fignify injuries, adverfi- 
ties, and oftentimes aches. Little ladies dogs, lig¬ 
nify delight and paltime. 

Of Beajls of all forts. 

A Sheep fignifieth advancement, and obtaining 
of goods, wherefore it is good to dream you 
have many of them, or fee them' of others, and feed 
them ; efpecially to thofe which defire to handle 
Government and charge of people ; and thofe which 
have attained thereto already. ir is alio good for 
•Sophillers, pedants, and fchool'-mallers. The ranis 
fignifieth the mailer, or the prince and king. It is 
good to dream to be lifted on high furely, and by 
plain and eafy places ; efpecially for orators, attor- 
nie's, proftors, and all thofe'who defire to heap up 
gold and filver by their labour ; goats fignijv 
good, but are worft'to navigators. Afles bearing 
charge, ilrong and < bedient, are-good for friendship 
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and company, and dignify the wife, companion, or 
friend, being not proud above their efface, or fierce, 
but gentle, and very obedient: They are alfo good 
in all affairs and enterprises. Mules are good for 
all works, cfpecially hulbandry ; only they crofs 
weddings or procreation. If the affes or mules arc 
hoc, or mad, and do any hurt, or be lavage, it ar- 
gueth deceit by fome of our own houle or fnbjeits: 
Mules alfo lignify lickncfs, as I have known by 
experience: Oxen in labour .-re good for all j 
but in a herd they arc trouble, divulgation, and pe¬ 
ril. The bull fignifieth any great perfonage, efpe- 
dally if they threaten or purfue you ; to mariners 
it is tempeft, and if he wound you, it is hurt and 
Ihipsvreck by forae inconveniences which fliall fall 
front the top of the malt, as I have often experienc- 
ed, and it daily falls out. Thus much lhall fulfice 
.concerning domeltical and familiar bealls. 

Now let us /peak of wild and lavage bealls. To 
•fee a gentle, familiar, and fawning Lion, fignifieth 
good and profit by the King to a man of war ; by 
the fentence of the Judges to-the wreftler or fencers; 
by the magiftratc to the mechanic, and by the mailer 
' to the fervent; for the lion reprefents thofe perfons 
for his force and might, but if he be hot, and would 
.hurt, it fignifieth fear and fickncfs, and threatning 
by fuch perfons, and danger of fire. To fee or have 
the forehead of a lion, is good for all, and moll of- • 
ten the begetting of a man child. . The lionefs fig- 
nifieth as the lion, only lefs good and lefs hurt, and 
not by men but by women. I have alfo known 
by this Dream of a. lionefs fearing or biting, rich 
perfonages have fallen into crimes and accufatitms. 
The leopard dignifies (both the man and the wo¬ 
man) wreked and deceitful, by reafon of the diver- 
. fity of colours ; alfo people of :s llrange country. 
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f.cknefs, exceeding-fear, and lor-e eyes. The fire- 
bear lignifies a wife, ficknefs, and return' from a 
ftrange count:y. The elephant fecn in a dream, ia 
fear and danger. T have often'obferved and known 
that the Elephant affrighting one, figrt'ificd ficknefs, 
and catching, and killing one, fignilied death. I 
knew in Italy, a rich and wealthy woman, which 
dream’d that fee was-mounted on an elephant, and 
Ihortly after died. You mull undcrftand,. that eve¬ 
ry wild beaft generally reprefenteth our enemies ;• 
and therefore it ia alwas better to overcome them,. 
than to be overcome ef them. The wolf fignifieth 
the year, and a cruel enemy plainly hunting againfl: 
us. The fox fignifieth the fame that the wolf, and- 
an enemy, hurting fecretly,- by furprizing and 
fpying, and moil often deceit by a woman. The 
ape fignifieth a malefactor and deceiver. The wild . 
boar fignifieth rain and tempeft to thofe which tra¬ 
vel, and to fuch as plead a ilrong adverfary; To 
plpughmen fterility ; and to him which marrieth, a 
rude and angry wife : To ftips it fignifieth the go¬ 
vernance and courle, and in land journeys, the way 
eafy or hard to hit. In other Places it fignifieth, 
that there are fugitives and deceivers, falfe and- 
perjur’d perfohs, fearful and unafl'ured. One may 
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Of creeping heajls. 

'"f" H E dragon fignifies a King or a Lord, and 
* the time, for his length ; alfo Riches,.gold 
and filver. When one dreams that he comes and 
R'-p es an attempt, or fpeaks, it fignifies great goods. 
If the contrary, it lignifietli evil : A dragon folded 
and wreathed,'and terrifying, fignifieth great danger 
ana captivity, and death to the lick. The ferpent 
fignifies (icljpefi. and enmity : and if any one Icem 
>o he governed by him, lickhefs and enmity (hall 
sorely handle him. The afp and adder fignify Mo- 
ey and rich wives. • I have known by experience, 
that thefe two beads coming towards us, wreathed 
and wound together, have been arguments of good, 
especially if they bite us. Any bead which one 
dreams that hi; wife carrieth hid in her bofom with 
pleafureand pallium, fignifieth (he'fhall be corrupted 
by the enemy of him that dreams it: but if (lie be 
fearful and fad by reafon of the aforefaid bead fo 
cairied, die (hall be lick, and if ihe be with child, 
her fruit fiicll be endangered. 

Ofjijhing. 

N ETS and all other indruments of flax to catch 
fiihes, fignifie the fame which the bayes and 
gins in the chafe, of which we have fpoken before. 
So a line of filk or horfe-hair and wrought, (igni- 
fieth deceit and craft, wherefore it is always better 
to dream you hold them yourfelf, than that any o- 
thcr hold them. To catch much filh together, and 
very big, fignifie to all, gain and profit; except 
thole which cxercifean art or trade, which requires 
fitting by it, a; mailers, teachers, an.! fchool-mailers 
> for the firlt cannot fi(h and do their Trades, the o- 
thers (hall have foolilh fcholars and auditors, becaufe 
the fiihes are mute. To catch little Fiihes, is hea- 
vinefs, and piofit. Every filh of divers colours, is 
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J oifon to the fick, deceit and treafon to the whole; 
lied fifh fig'lilies to fervants and nialefa&ors, tcr- 
liients : to tlie fick, grofs fevers and inflammations, 
revealing thofe that would be lecrct. Fifli which 
have feales, and which one may pill, are good for 
the fick, captives and poor, and to every afllidted 
perfon ; for it ftgnifieth to them abolition and lofs 
icf evils, wherewith they ihall be enconipafled. 

Of Frogs. 

f 'ROGS are abufers and praters: but to fee them 
in a dream, is good for thole which live upon 
the commons. I knew a man who dreamed that 
he brat with his lift, and the knuckles or joints of 
his fingers upon frogs; and it fo fell out, that his 
Mailer gave him authority over all the affairs of his 
houfe. So then one mull think that the pond re 
prefents the Houfe, the frogs the inhabitants, that, 
the ftriking of his fingers the commandment. 

Of grtat Manjiers and Fijhss of the Sea. 

'T'O fee a great filh in the lea, is good for no man, 
-* Only the Dolphin excepted ; which promifeth 
wind from the place from whence he cometh ; but 
t ut of the fea every fiih and great Monller, is good, 
for they can hurt nomore, nor fave themfelves: And 
therefore, helides that, our dream lignifies that our 
enemies cannot hurt us : It faith'moreover, that the 
wicked fhall be pumfhed, Notwithllanding, the 
dolphin being feen out of the fea, is not good, but 
fignifieth the death of fome of our good friends. 

Of dive- dappers and cormorants. 

•"pO fee in a dream, dive-dappers and cormorants, 
J and other luch like birds of the fea, is peril to 
mariners, but not death. To others they fignifie 
their Friends, and whores; deceivers, wicked and 
perjured Pyrates, which haunt rivers and the fea. 
And if in dreaming, he fees thefe birds, and lofe 
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ill fie the like. 

Of dead Fijbss. 

'T’O fee ci find Filhes dead in ttie Sea, is not good, ( 
'* for it betokeneth vain hopes; but it is better 
to catch them, or buy them any way. Alfa it is 
good to cat them dreft, and according to their 
djteflthg you muff judge as folJowcth : To fee a Fiflt 
in his Chamber, it is iJi to a mailer, and to the fick, 
A Woman with child, dreaming that fire had a 
Kifli inllead cf a child, according to the Antienls, 
flic iba.ll have a dumb Child ; out as I have often 
known, it figaifieth more often that Ihc Ihall have, 
a dying child, or of little life. 

Of Birding or Hunting of Birds. 

'T'HE lime twigs and glew is the return of thofo 
-*• which are afar off, the recovering of fugitives, 
or any loll thing. Of the nets and havs to catch 
-Birds in, we inuit judge as of thofe of wild bealls. 

Of allforts of Birds. 

G Reac birds are better for the rich than the 
poor, little and tidy gre the contrary. To 
fee an. eagle flying over a ftone, or a tree, or an 
high place,- is good for thofe which would under, 
tage-Euftnefs; but to thofe which are in fear, it is 
evil. Alfo it lignilieth return of him which is in a 
far country. And ifhis flight be far, and at cafe 
and pleafurc, it is good, and lignilieth that the bu. 
finefs lhall have an end, but not fa foon. An eagle 
flying, and falling on the head of him which drearii- 
eth, it lignifies his death ; To he mounted upon an 
eagle, lignify to Kings, Princes, and mi hty and 
rich Perfonagcs, death ; but to the poor it is good, 
for they (hail be welcome, and received of all rich 
x..n, from whom they (ball draw great profit. Of- 
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Oftentimes it fignifieth changing ones country, and 
going into anather Nation- The Eagle threading, 
■fignifieth t'-.reatning of fome great Pcrfonage. flat 
being gentle, or giving any thing, or {peaking, 
hath been found agood Dream by Experience. The 
woman which dreams that {he hath received an Ea¬ 
gle, thall bear a child which (hall rife (according 
to his Quality) to goods and honour. To fee . a 
dead Eagle is good for a Servant, and him which is 
in fear, for it iignificth the death of the Mailer and 
threatened To others it is hinderance of affairs. 
The 13ird called a Grip is good for earthen Potters, 
Tanners, and Dyers of Leather ; but to Phyficians 
and Patients they' are evil.- Alfo, they flgnify 
wicked Striplings, and Robbers dwelling without 
the Town ; and evil in every Thing. The l'aulcon 
and the Kite fignifieth thieves and robbers; the 
Crow may dignify the adultrefs and the thief. The 
Raven fignilieth hindrance of affairs, an old wife 
and winter. Rats flgnify needy Folks and trouble 
in vain, which the Jay alfo fignifieth. Wild Pige¬ 
ons flgnify wild and difibliite Women ; and tame 
pigeons flgnify lioncfl women and matrons: efpe- 
cially plealure in bufinefs,-and in cafe of friendihip, 
company, and reconciliation,-they aie good becaufe 
they flock together. Cranes and ftorks ieen in a 
flock, flgnify th.at Thieves and Enemies fhould be 
fled from :• In winter, bad weather, and tempefts; and 
in fummer drought: But being feen alone, and a- 
part, they are good for a Travel er, and flgnify the 
return of him which is afar oft‘: they are alfo good 
in cafe of weddings and procreations, efpecially the 
ftork, by reafon of the aid and nouriihment which 
her little ones give her. The Swan fignifies a man 
mufician and his mafic; revealeth feerct* by reafon 
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of his colour. Being feen of the lick, it flgnifieth 
health, but if he ling it is death, for he never fings 
but near death. . 

Of Flics. 

B EES are good to ploughmen,, and to fuch as 
thereby get profit, to others they fignify trou¬ 
ble by rcafon of the notfe they make, and wounds 
by reafon of their fting, and ficknefs by reafon of 
their honey and wax'. Fluttering upon one’s head, 
they are good to him that would be a thief or cap¬ 
tain : To others they fignify evil, efpecially death 
before People or Soldiers. To ihut in thefe flies, 
and alfo to kill them, is good to all, except to 
Countrymen and Ploughmen. 

To Sail. 

T O dream to fail well, is good for all, but to 
be in a ttmpeft upon the River or Sea, is ill, 
flgnifieth heavinels and danger. To fufler Ship¬ 
wreck, the Ship being overwhelmed or broken, is 
moil dangerous to all, except thofc which are de¬ 
tained by force, fer to them it flgnifieth relcafing 
and liberty. It is always beft to fail in a great (hip, 
which hath charges Alfo it is better to fail by Sea 
.end. To have a mind to fail, and not he 
indrance of affairs. To fee from the 
ips cti the Sea, failing at their Eafe, is 
11, and flgnifieth to travel,, or return from 
r Meflengers and news from, Sea. Ships 
un a Hrp on to the Sea, fignify good and 
IS. but **• iving to the Haven pite contra- 
t’ c artificial Haven fignifics always our 
;<: Benefactors ; the Rocks thoil: whom we, 
rr.fif.iint: the Anchors furety, but hinder- 
wages ; the Rcpes which keeps the Ship 
re debts and impediments the Mr.fi fig- 
: Mailer of the Houfe or Ga'lcy. To fee 
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any part of the Ship on fire and burn, fignifieth dan¬ 
ger, left Ihe break t.n that fide, or danger to him 
tyhicli by that fide of the Ship is meanc 
Of Hujbaiidry. 

T HE Plow is good for marriages, procreation,. 

and affairs, but it requireth time, The Voice , 
is good, yet not to fervants. ' Wherefore it is-bet¬ 
ter for them to fee it broken. The Scythe is hurt, 
for it cuts all, and fignifieth the time of half a year. 
The Saw fignifies the woman and her profit : The 
Cutter of the Plow, the Wood, the Pan, and the 
Scythe, is hurt, departure and lofs The Cart is 
the life of him that dreams it. To dream to cut 
Vines, or reap outof-time, fignifieth that your bufi- 
nefs fhall be flacked until fuch time as men ufe to 
cutVines, and mow Sheaves of Corn, or like grain:, 
are alfo hindrance; for this is not ready meat. Holes 
in the earth, ridges, or fecret places of the earth, 
where grains are lowed, or hidden, fignific the W ife,. 
the Life, and the goods of him which dreams it. 
Hedges, Pales, Ditches fetfor limits and confines of 
inheritantes, are ill; to.fuch as are in fear they hin- . 
der travelling, but in other affairs fignify aid, friends, , 
and lupport in necefiicy. 

Of Trees. 

'THE Oaks are people, and alfo folk?, the Olive— 
tree is the Wife, thcCombar, Principality, and * 
Liberty;, therefore it is good to fee it Hour tilling 
well, bearing fair and ripe fruit in Seal'on., To beat . 
down Olives is good for all but fervanjt-: to gather 
olives on the ground, or tread upon them, is pain 

it is aifo ill fuccefs of affairs, becaufe it is bitter ; 
but for phyficians, poets and divines it is-good for. 
their art: The cyprefs-tree is patience and lingring. ■ 
Pine-tree, and bodies of fir-trees have reference to,. 
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or mean, is a rich and pieafant Wife, leving her 
pleafures. It is very good to fail in ai’ond orKivcr, 
hut not to fwim. Fountains and Springs, abounding 
with.good water, are good to all, efpecially to the 
lick and Poor; procuring to them health and riches; 
but.dry is clean contrary. 

Of Bens, Marjkcs, Mountains, Paths, and tVoids. 

T\ dT Arfiies and Fens are good only to Shepherds, 
IVl- to others they are impeachments. Moun¬ 
tains, Valleys, Woods, and Plahis, are heavinefs, 
fears, and troubles, llripes to lervauts and malefac¬ 
tors, and hurt to the rich : It is always better to 
crofs over them, and not to flay there, than to Hum¬ 
ber in tiie way. Large, plain, and cafy paths arc 
fore-runnels of health, and lo on the contrary. 

Of Law, anti fleets of Pleading, anti of Pbyfitians. 

P Laces of Pleading, Judges, Attorneys, and 
Prodlors, are trouble., anger,.expence, and re¬ 
vealing of fecrets. If the fick man dreameth he ob¬ 
tains h>s fitit, he Ihall come to better ellate, if o- 
thenvife he Ihall die. And if he which is in fuit, 
dreams that he fits in the Judges Seat, he Ihall .not 
be ovci thrown, but rather his adverfary. Phyfici- 
ans feen in a dream, to him which is at Law, iig- 
■ nify the fame as Attorneys and Proibors. 

Of high Ejiaies and Dignities . 
dream iO lie a icing or tmpeior, to the fick 
.ft is death ; for as the King, fo a!lb death is 
fubjciSl to none: To him which is in health, it is lols 
or feperation of Parents and-friends, for the king 
hath no companion : To a malefadlor it is furpriz- 
ing, and difeovering his faults; for the king is 
known, and encompafled with his guard ; the Scep¬ 
ter, crown and habit, or ornament royal, fignify as 
much. The poor man, which dreams he is a king, 
Hi all do.worthy, deeds, whereof he Ihall have, ho-r 
ngur 
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nour without profit. The fervant lhall be at liber-, 
ty. It is very good for a philcfopher, poet, or 
IJooth-fayer, for nothing is more free and royal than 
a worthy fpirit. To dream to be a captain, to 
hofe that are accnitomed thereto. Is good ; to the 
poor it is trouble and defamation ; to the fervant 
liberty. To be a Town-clerk, it is to do another 
man’s work with pain, void of profit; to the fid? 
it is death ; to the fervant it is good government of 
the houfe, faith and authority. To be a Mayor or 
Bailiff of the Town,.or to have charge and govern¬ 
ment of children and women, 3re troubles and ang¬ 
er. To have a Commifiion and power over the li¬ 
ving, is good for Ehyficians, and thofe that are ftu- 
dious of the government of life and health: To o- 
thers it is tsoubles and defamation. To give alms. 
, and general diftributions, to the fick it is death 
and diflipation of goods-; to the whole, trouble and 
defamation. To good men being poor, it is good, 
betokening good and advancement coming to therii,. 
fo without goods we cannot give fnch alms. Alfo 
it is good to Players and MorricO-dancers, for it fig. 
irilicth to them honour and praife; when one maketh 
the aforefaid alms and diiliibution, to dream that 
one taketh his part, is good, but not to takeit, or 
receive it, is good to none,.but evidently fignifieth- 
Jcath, for the dead receive no more. Any dignity 
which reeplireth carrying of gold and purple, is 
death to the fick, and diferedit to others. To be 
made a Bilhop, is good for-all, only except thofe 
which would be fecret, To be chief of the houfe, 
aflembly, or congregation is pain, anger, and of¬ 
tentimes hurt. Any ftate belonging to a man, 
which a woman dreamech fee hath, fignifieth her 1 
death : And the contrary. 

Of 
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would travel towards the Eafi, to others in all af¬ 
fairs it is crofs. If the Sun feem to rife in the 
South or North, you muft judge thus; the Sun b^ 
ing dark or bloody, or as it were murmuring with 
anger or heat, is ill to all, and fignifieth forenefs 
of eyes, ficknefs and children ; "yet hath it been 
j.and good to them which are in doubt, and which 
would be fecret. The Sun defeending upon the 
Earth, or any heufe, is a fign of danger by fire; 
entering the Chamber, and tl.-reatning, isgreatfick- 
nefs and burning, but if it fpeaks or makes any 
good fign, it is abundance of goods. The Sun va- 
nifhing away, or hiding and abfenting itfelf, is ill 
/0 all, except to thole that would be fecret. Moll 
often it is lof; of fight, or the death of a Child. It 
is always better to fee the Sun beams entering the 
houfe than the Sun itfelf, for the Beams arc abun¬ 
dance of good, the Sun abundance «f evils, which 
one cannot fuffer, no more than lie c'a'n endure the 
light or great heat of the Sun near him. The Sun 
giving or ftealing away any thing, is lofsand danger. 

Of the Moon. 

'THE moon is the wife, mtrle, daughter or filler 
1 of him which dreameth thereof, and fignifies . 
money, riches, merchandize- and trafiic, alfo navi- , 
gation, the eyes of him that dreams, and the Maher 
or Miflrefs. And therefore, if the Moon turn her- 
Uf into good and joy, it is good and honour to 
ihofe whom it reprefents: And on the contrary to 
fee hiir.felf in the Moon, is the fon of the man, tho 
dsughter of the woman that dreams it. This dream 
fill 1 is good to exchanger?, ufurers, and takers of re¬ 
ceipt for victuals. Aifo it is good for thofe which 
would fi\ew them!jives and appear: 15ut it difeove- 
reth the hidden, and puts lick men and mariners in 
dinger of theif lives. What good or evil the Sun 
fignifieth 
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fignifieth, fhe fame fignification has the Moon alfo, 
but lefs and more to the woman than to the man. 
Of the Stars. 

T O fee all the Stars clear and fair, is good for a 
traveller, and for all buiinefs, and for fecrets, 
in which they agree not with the Sun or moorf. 
Thofe Stars are planets which are caufes of cold iig- 
nifie anges. and danger : But thofe which caufe fair 
line calm weather, are profperity and riches. Thofe 
which are the caufe of the winters fliorteft day, ate 
change into evil; of the fummer’s longed day, into 
good or better. Such Stars as vanilh and go out of 
the Sky, is poverty, and forfaking to the rich: For 
you muft imagine that the Sky fignifieth the houfe 
of Kim that dreams; the Stars, is goods and pofieffi- 
ons; to the poor this dream fignifieth death; It is 
only good for them which’have attempted fome great 
evils. Whofoever dreameth chat the Stars vanilh- 
eth out of the fky, his hairs'fhall fall from his head. 
Stars falling upon the earth, or vanifhing,' is lofs 
of parents or friends, great or little, according to 
the quality of fhe Stars. To rob the Stars’, is not 
good; for it hath fallen out, that after this dream, 
the dreamers thereof have commuted facriledge, and 
far. it have been apprehended and punifited. To 
eat the Stars alfo is not good, except to Ailrologians 
and footh-fityers, to whom it fignifieth gain; to o- 
thers death. To fee the liars under the eaves of the 
houfe, is that the houfe lhall be fork:ken, confumed 
or burnt, or that the mailer of the houfe lhall die. 
The Comets, beams, and burning rays,' and other 
like things, feen in a dream, fignifie as their nature. 
Cf the Rain-both. 

'T HE Rain-bow on the right hand, is good, on the 
left, ill; and we muft judge the right or the left, 
according to the Sun. And in what quality foever 
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it appcareth, it is a good fign to any one that is 
jitifcted with, poverty, or anyone affliftion; for it 
chargeth the time and air. 

Of the clads. 

XX 7HITE clouds is Profperity 1 : Mounting from 
VV the earth on high, is a voyage, the return 
'the abient, and revealing of fecrets. Red or in¬ 
flamed is ill ilTue of affairs, Smoaky, dark or ob- 
feure is ill time or anger 

Of the Wind. 

/'"''ENTLE Winds are good; violent are wicked 
VJ and evil People: Troublefome tempelb of 
winds, are perils and troubles. 

Of earthquakes , and gaping of the earth. 

THE Earth trembling, is change of eftate ana af- 
fairs: but opening deep pits, conculGcns, and 
turnings upfide down of the earth are injuries, death, 
and lofs of goods. Only .this, dream hath been tried 
rood to thole which purpofe to travel, and which, 
were indebted. 

0/ the ladder, ihe.Jleps-, a- cafe, a milljlonc, a pejile, , 
and the cock. 

T'HE ladder is a {jgn of travelling, the fteps are 
* advancement; fome fay they are danger. A., 
cafe or frying-pan is hurt, and a woman which is 
given to talk. The Mill-ftone fjgnifies end of great- 
and angry Matters, and a good and loyal Servant. 
The peftle is the Man, the mortar the Woman, 
the cock is the Father of the Family, or the Matter 
of the Lodging. 
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Of monfttrs,. or things againji r.ature. 

Y OU muftundcrftand, and hold in general, that 
all Monllersand impoflifcilities, acoording to 
the courfeof Nature, are vain hopes of things which 
ihall not fall out. 

Of Bocks. 1 

B OOKS are the. life of him that dreams of them.’ 

To dream to eat them, is good to School-mailers 
and all that make Profit by Books, and which are 
ftudious for eloquence: To others it is fudden death. 
Of partridges, and of fnares. 

P Artridges fignifie men and women : But moftof. 

ten Women without conicience, ungrateful, 
hard.

.Moreover, I have made experience, that this i9 a 
good dream for thole Which have heavinefs or fear; 
for the dead have no more fear or heavinefs : Alfo 
to thole which are in fuit for inheritance, and which 
would buy lands; for the dead are Lords of the. 
earth. In other law-fuits this dream is not fo good. 
Cut it healeth the lick, for the dead are lick no 
more. It is ali one to dream you are dead, or that 
you arc carried and buried for dead. TJo dream 
to be buried quick, is not good, for it often figni- 
fieth prifon and captivity. Be it good or evil that 
death fignifieth, if one dream that he is killed by 
'another Man’s hands, that good or evil lhall come 
by his means. If one dreams he kills himfelf, he 
(ball have that good or evil which death fignifieth, 
by himfelf. Death by Sentence of juftice makes 
our Goods or Evils greater. To be hanged or 
ftrangled by another, or by himfelf, is trouble and 
anguifh ; it is alfo change of place and houfe. To 
be burned quick, fignifieth as much as to be fcorch- 
ed with lightning, whereof we have fpoken before; 

• but properly to the fiek it.is a fign of health, to 
young Folks, calamities, concupifcence, and heats 
of youth. To be crucified, is good to thofe which 
would go to Sea, and to the poor, but to the rich, 
tile contrary : To the unmarried it is weddings, to 
fervants liberty ; it is alfo change of place : To be 
ciucified in the Town, is to have fuch an eftate and 
office as the place requires where one dream lie is. 
To have combat with Bealls, is good to the poor. 
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and fignifieth Goods, whereby they may noutii 
themielvcs, and entertain a Train; to the rich iti 
anger and injuries.

C sNLY to fee the dead, without any other Ac¬ 
s’- cident or Speech, is to be in the lame Eftate 
. -and.Affection wherein the aforefaid dead Fcrfonl 
■were towards u.-: For if they were our benefadtors, 
'the drean; Jjgnifi.es good and joy ro us, and fo on the- 
. contrary, it ij> exceeding bad when the dead teem 
to- carry away, and take front us apparel, gods, 
.monies, or victuals, for it is death to the dreamer, 
, or feme of his parents or friends, if the dead give 
us victuals, money or apparel, that is a good drett.n, 
. but to fuch as they who give none, it' is another 
Cafe.

defend, that the fouls departing from the body, fiy 
into heaven with great flight, aslittle birds do. To 
fly is ill to thofe which have a trade or handicraft, 
which requiret’n no removing out of his plaee ; it is 
good for captives. Many fiy this dream of flying, 
have become blind, becaufe they fear to fall. To 
fly in a chair or bed, or being let in any under-prop 
for. the better fuftaining of himfelf, is gre it ficknefs, 
but.it is not fo ill to him that Ihould travel ; for it 
is a fign that he Ihould travel with his Family, with 
his Tools and Moveables, in a Cart or Coach.

but to thofe which are joyful, Whoremafters and 
harlots, it is revealing of their deeds ; to the rich 
and wealthy, they arc trouble and divulgation. 

Of Places of Bffentbly. 

P Laces of pfea, the markets, theatres, high¬ 
ways, and great places in a town and fuburns, 
and churches, are troubles and confufions, by rea- 
fon of the multitudes of people which refort the a- 
forel’aid places, A market filled with goods and 
folks, is good for thofe which traffick, but an emp¬ 
ty market the contrary.

THE Mole fignifieth a man Wind by incohveni- 
-*• ence, and labour in vain, and fignifieth alfo, 
that he which would be feerct, Ihall be difeiofed by 
himfelf. 

Of Night Birds. 

THii madge-howlet, the owl, the bittern, the bat, 
* and all other night-birds, crofs any enterprize 
or advancement of Affairs, but take away fear and 
terrors ; only the bat is good to women with child. 
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for fhe lays not Eggs as other Birds do, bkt little 
ones, and hears milk, wherewith die nourishes her 
young. If thefe birds are feen in a Dream to enter 
a,honle to dwell there, it ligr.ifieth that this houfe 
din.ll be defolatc and forfaken of the Inhabitant*, 
lie which goeth by Sea or land, and fees in his 
dream any of thefe Birds, he fliail fall into a great 
temped, or the hands of thieves. 

Of the Clock. 

A Clock fignifies aflions, operations, motions, at- 
tempts, and furprizing in any ncceil'ary things. 
If a clock fall or break, it is ill and great danger, 
ofpcdally to the fick. It is ever better to count the 
hours before noon than after.

But you mull know that there is nothing more te¬ 
dious or difficult, than to underftand the diverfity, 
compofition, and mixture of Dreamt, and to preferibe 
general rules for all kind of Dreams ; feeing that 
fometimes, nay often, one may fee the fame dream, 
and at the fame time of the night or day, things 
contrary, and which have no refemblance or agree¬ 
ment : But it is impoffible, that things fignified by 
the fetf-fame dreams, fhould differ or be repug¬ 
nant amongft themfelves, if fo be that dreams fore¬ 
tell matters of import which. Avail happen. For as 
in all other things there is an order and dcpendance, 
fo alfo it is very likely, that the fame falls out in 
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dreams. When therefore one lhall fee in his dream 
things both good and evil, then he mull think with 
bimfelf, which were the firll and lail; for in world¬ 
ly affairs, fometimes even the greatell occafion of 
hope have had ill ilfue; and en the contrary, the. 
greatell occalions of doubt and fear have had good 
i/Tue, and for great evils which one hath expected, 
one hath found but fmall; and for little hope, of 
good one hath found none at all. So that mixed 
and compounded dreams arc very doubtful, and 
cannot be cafily underllood or expounded, which is 
a great grief to many. But for my part, I have 
writ methodically, and in the bell and ealiell order 
that I could,.that every one might take an eafy 
courfe in the expofition of dreams. And as fchool- 
maflers, for they have taught their children the 
knowledge of any one letter in particular, after¬ 
wards teaching them how they mull ufe them all 1 
together; in like fort would I preferibe little 
eafy rules, and join them to that which ‘hath been 
laid in my three former Books, to the end that they 
may be the better learned and underllood. For to 
fuch as have had experience, and long practice, 
this will be very eafy, and (hall fuffice to inltrudt 
' them ir. all things what they lignify. To the pur- 
pole then. In our ‘firll book we faid that the head 
fignifies the father of him that dreamed it ; and in 
the fecond that the lion fignifieth the king or fick- 
nefs : and in the chapter of death, that it is good 
for poor folks to dream that they die. When 
therefore any poor man (having his father rich) 
dreams that a lion comes to devour or tear in 
pieces his head, and the fame poor man feems to 
remain dead, and without a head in his dream, ’tis 
likely that his father lhall die, and he lhall be his 
heir, and by this means lhall forego the faintnefs

of his poverty, and become rich, feeing that he hath 
neither father nor poverty that fhall keep him down 
longer. For in this dream the head feprefenteth 
the father ; the lofs of the head, the death of the 
father ; the lion, the licknefs whereof his father 
.hall die. And death to the poor man is change of 
dlate, {hewing, that bv riches his poverty Ilitul be 
expelled. In iuch fort one muft lead himfclf to the 
interpretation of ail divers and mingled dreams, of 
any whole chapter of fpeech, gathering together, 
and malting one only expofition, like as one medi- 
ine is made of many herbs and roots. To whichin- 
terit, I deftre all courteous readers, who .ire defi- 
;ous to perufe my books, not to accufe or blame 
them before they have diligently read and under- 
Hood them, for I am confident, and dare aflirm 
with great fecurity, that my books < will not be re- 
iefted by the learned and judicious readers, nor by 
Itltofe who are either ftudious, diligent, or friendly 
readers.

hold upon the quality and kind ofthe bird, which 
(hews a courage to. attempt; as of his place in com¬ 
ing after all the flock.: Which declares a kind of 
heavy metal, with want of agility.

AS Artorus, phyfican to.the Emperor Auguftus, 

* lay in his bed, f the night before the armies of 
the Romans(namely, the Holl of Auguftus and Mark 
Anthony on the one party, and the Bands of Brutus 
and Cafiius on the other) were to right the battle in 
the Philippick Fields; Pallas presented herfelf to 
this laid phyfleian, commanding hint to tell Au- 
gultus, that although he was very lick, he fhould not 
fail, but be prefent at the battle. Which Auguftus 
underhanding, he left his tent (being carried in a 
litter) though i.e could not fight lor the viflory. 
Prefcatly ;hc Soldiers of Brutus’s army furprized his 
p,villcn. And although Auguflus had refolvcd not 
to llir ai/t of his tent, by Teafonot hi, ficknefs; never- 
thelefs by the admonition of his phyfxcian, by this

horrible dream, ihe intreated him not to be feen the 
day following at tjie oourt. But he not willing to 
give ear to a woman’s dream, thought rather to go to 
the fenate, and fit in parliament ; where he was put 
to death; being miferably wounded with more than 
twenty wounds. Likewifc a foldier dreamed that 
lulius Cmlar told him, that Odtavius fhould win the 
battle againil the Philippians, if he carried fomething 
about him that he was ufed to wear: Upon this 
dream OQavius wore his ring, and fo both then and ( 
afterwards got the vidtory. 

Of Publius Decius, and Manlius Torquatut, 
Confuls of Rome. 

T HE vifions which appeared in deep all in the ft me 
night, to Publius Decius, and Manlius Toiqua- 
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ng Aftyages and Cyrus the firfi of that name. 
ages King of the Medes, grandfather by the 
ther’s fide to Cyrus, had two dreams; the firi 
f was that the lady, his daughter, covered with 
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her iflue all the Regions of Alia: -By reafon whereof, 
lie would not marry hereto any great perfonage »f 
that Country, left the Kingdom flioukl defcend or 
come to him or her; for he Hood in doubt thereof. 
But he gave her in marriage to a man of a mean eftatc 
in the Country of Perfia. His fecond dream was, 
that he faw proceed outofthe loins of his daughter, a 
Vine,.which by continual growth overfhadowcd all 
the parts of his Dominions: And therefore he com¬ 
manded that Cyrus which was born of her, (hould bi 
thrown out and expofed to the wild beads, to let 
him die. But he deceived himfelf by his humane 
sounfel and wifdom, fuppofing to hinder the felicity 
of his little fon, whom the Heavens preferved, as 
the dream foretold. 

Of Amilcar. 

A Milcar, colonel to the Carthaginians,-when he 
^ had befleged Syracufc, a Tov. n of Sicily, in his 
dream feerned to hear a voice, which faid unto him, 
That the next night he (hould Cup in the fame Tow;;. 
He joyful of this good News, thought that God had 
promiledhim vittory, put his camp in arms, thinking 
to give an aflaolt and take the Town: But there fell 
a Mutiny in this camp between the Carthaginians 
and the Sicilians : So that thofe of the town making 
a fudden fully, took him Prifoner, and made him 
peiforce. (up in their town. So then much deceived 
of his hopes which he conceived by his dream, he 
fupped in the fame sown as a Captive not as a captain 
as he hoped, his attempt pre-fuppofed.

V C f a wicked Man guilty cf Murder. 

Here was one who having been a wicked and fu, 
bordinate inllrument to bring an innocent a no¬ 
ble, and a loving matter to his end, repaired to a 
(on of his, more then 20 years after for pardon of his 
fruit, alledging that the father of that perfon, his 
rid mailer, pinched and tormented him by night in 
..itch a wretched fort, as he could take no reft or e a fe¬ 
at any time; theparty befought God to pardon him, 
adjoyning only this advice in charity, that he would 
fta-k by counfel of feme good learned Man, to flack 
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Of a Scythian..

Of two Alen dreaming one and the fanit thing-. 
TWO Men that Ihould contend in gaming at O- 
. iympus, dreamed in one night that they were 
drawn by 4 fwift couriers in a chariot, whereupon 
they both repaired to a prophet, of their acquaint¬ 
ance, for feme light before hand what their luck 
(bould be ; the prophet craftily confidering that it 
Was impoffible both thefe runners Ihould have good 
fuccefs, thought to make profit of them both, bytht 
cunning of his own devile and fly fltift in anfwer- 
ing, ’till proof might afford him fo much credit bW 
the gain of one, as difgrace by the damage of the 
other. To the firft therefore he gave great encou¬ 
ragement and comfort to hope that be ihould pre¬ 
vail; becaufe (faith he) four horfes reprefenting 
(in a figure) the team of Phoebus, could not but 
import allured Viflory. The fecond he difcouraged 
With fear, becaufe albeit four horfes ran before, yet 
himfclf was laft of all, which imported that he 
Ihould be call behind, and not get the wager.

within Three Days after fhe was for her recreation 
fake walking in "a green clofurc, hard by a pond 
fide, and on a fuaden her brain was fo intoxicated 
and dillempered, whether with a fpice of the virti- 
go, or what amazing difeafe foever I know not, but 
fhe wa’s hurried into the deep, with her head for¬ 
ward, in great peril of drowning, and if lhe had not 
caught fall hold by chance of a branch, that hung 
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ccaled, when they are fubjeft to be difccrvcred by 

K ING James the fifth of Scotland, wasagreat 
enemy to the light of the Gofpel, which in days 
broke forth'in that Kingdom, viz. about the year, 
Ij4t, and out of a blind and bloody zeal, was heard 
t» fay, that none of-that fort fhould expeft any fa- 
vour at his hands; nay, not his own fons, if they 
proved guilty: but not long after.

vice; for ferving thee againft God, and againft his 
fervants.I am now adjudged to Hell torments: Here¬ 
upon the King awaking, called for Lights, telling 
them what he had heard and feen. The next morn¬ 
ing by d?y light word was brought of Scot’s dca h, 
which fell out juft at the tim? when the King found 
.himfelf fo troubled, for Scot then died in great ex¬ 
tremity, uttering ihefe words, by the righteous judg¬ 
ment of God I am’condemned; which being related 
to the King, made the dream more terrible. 

AN other vifion he had more terrible not many 
**■ nights after : He thought he law Sir James 
Hamilton, whom he had caufedto be executed, come 
with a fword drawn in his hand, wherewith he cut 
his arms, threatning alfo to return within a fhort 
time, and deprive him of his life : With this a- 
wakened, news was brought him of the death of his 
two fons, James and Arthur ; who died both at the 
very fame hour. Next year, :54a, being overcome 
with grief he died in Faulkland, in the 3zd year of 
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his age, Archbilhop Spotfwood’s Hiltory of the 
Church of Scotland. 

A Young Man, whofe mother lived near London, 
t*- travelling into Walas, in the year 1636. where 
ft'lying all the fummer, he dreamed the 20th ofSept. 
about midnight, that he faw his mother lick in bed, 
with the pangs of death upon her, and all his bro¬ 
thers and fillers weeping and- lamenting about her: 
Which affrighted him out of his deep. Yet conli- 
dering it was but a dream, he pretty well pacified 
himfelf and arofe ; but no fooner came down Hairs, 
hut the maid afked him how he did, he replied he 
was well; Die faid (lie was heartily glad to hear it, for 
Ihe dreamed that night, he was diltradted, and raved 
and tore every thing that came near him, and that 
Ihe had been very much troubled for him all the 
night. This dream (happening the fame night) gave 
him fo frelh an occafion to reflefl on his own, that 
he immediately fet down in a book, the night, and ■ 
hour he dreamed it, which he well knew, by a ciock 
in the houfe, that {truck one after he awaked. In 
November after coming to London, and going to his. 
brother in Drury-Lane ; the firlt news he heard was 
his mother was dead. But inquiring when Ihe died, 
he was allured by his brother and litter, that Ihe de¬ 
parted on Sunday the 20th of September about mid¬ 
sight ; which compared with the memorandum he 
had written, it appeared to be the very hour he had 
dreamed that dream, which he can never forget 
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
